She needs to prive that WILLIAM PRINCE who was named as 
an heir, but not as a son, by John Prince when the will 
was drawn and signed 11-12-1782. Was he the same William 
Prince who with his brother FRANCIS PRINCE came to Tenn. 
early and were active in forming its government. There 
is no record of the settlement of this Prince estate in 
Davidson or Montgomery Co.,Tenn. 

Quoting from Winter's SKETCH OF PORT ROYAL: Wilitam 
Prince was among very first settlers in Port Royal. ; 
He settled about one quarter mile from mouth of Sulphur 


Fork Creek, at a large spring which is still known as - 
Prince's Spring. Soon his wife died and he returned to 
South Carolina and led another group back which included 
JAMES FORD and WILLIAM MICHERSON. Most of these settlers 
came from Spartanburg area of South Carolina.

OLIVER HILLHOUSE PRINCE 


Oliver Hillhouse Prince, one of.Georgia’s illus- 
trious and gifted sons, was for many years, a resident 
of Milledgeville. During his residence, he purchased 
the old Hansel or William Rockwell place, at Midway. 
He moved to Milledgeville from Macon in the year 
1828, and was Editor of the “Georgia Journal” and was 
also a partner in the Jaw firm of “Prince and Ragland.” 

He was a native of Montvale, Connecticutt, and 
was born about the year 1788. At the age of fourteen 
years, he came to Washington, Georgia, with his aunt, 
Mrs. Hillhouse, to assist her in publishing a newspaper. 
There he spent a great part of his youth and early man- 
hood. In 1820, he married Miss Mary Raymond Nor- 
man, of a Virginia family, that had moved to Georgia. 

He became one of the South’s most brilliant law- 
yers and was also a proficient civil engmeer. By an 
act of the Legislature, in December, 1822, he was ap- 
pointed chairman of a commission consisting of him- 
self, David S. Booth, Samuel Woad, Charles J. McDon- 
ald, and Seth Ward, to lay off the coutity of Bibb and 
the city of Macon. He was the second State senator 
chosen from Bibb county. 

He was a versatile and brilliant writer, and dur- 
ing his residence in Milledgeville, his leisure was spent 
in composing stories and skethches of his time. Some of 
these are preserved in “Georgia Scenes” by Long- 
street, with whom he collaborated. About this time 
he was appointed by the Legislature, to prepare a 
digest of the laws of Georgia. He determined to retire 
from active business, and removed with his family to 
Athens, Georgia. 

In the spring of 1835, having completed his work 
of preparing the digest, he went, accompanied by his 
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wife, to Boston to superintend the publication. In 
October of that year, while Senator Prince and his wife 
were coming home by water, from New York to 
Charleston, the boat began to leak, a heavy gale sprung 
up, and high seas prevailed. As a consequence of it, 
all seventy of the ninety passengers were lost, among 
the number being Sen. and Mrs. Prince. Three small 
children survived them: Virginia, the oldest, who 
afterwards became the wife of Dr. James Mercer 
Green, of Milledgeville; Frances, the second daughter, 
who married James Roswell King, of Roswell, Geor- 
gia; and Oliver Hillhouse Prince, Jr., who married 
Miss Sarah Judson, of Savannah. Their descendants 
are now living in different parts of Georgia. Miss 
Baseline Prince, of Athens, Georgia, Mrs. S. W. Poe, 
of Macon, Georgia, and Mrs. H. K. Pratt and Miss 
Marion King, of Marietta, Georgia.

It is agreed that William Prince was among the very first 
settlers who came to Port Royal.

Tracing back on these earliest settlers we find that a good 
per cent who settled in this area came from the Spartenburg area of 
oe Cc.

His daughter, Sally, who had married William Connell, was also 
a Charter Member of Red River Church. Her descendents are enume- 
rated in the Connell Chaptor. 

In his Will written in 1808 at Princeton, Ky., he lists his 
children: Enoch Prince, Sally Connell, Polly Black, Caty Fort, 
Dulla Ford, Nancy Wadlington, Elisha, Thomas, Rhoda, William, Francis, 
Botsy. Just how many of these were children of first and second 
wives we would not know; however, Francis must have been tha 
youngest as provision was made for the Executors to pay for his edu- 
cation, I would venture a guess that the first six were by the 
first wife as each is given a specific bequest. And the "remainder" 
to be divided among the last six named. It is very possible that 
these younger children married and raised their families in the 
Princeton, Ky. area. 

Catherine Prince named "Caty" above, had married Elias Fort, 
Jr., and soma of their descendents are listed in the Fort Chapter. 

There are no known descendents now carrying the name in the | 


area.

When Robertson County was formed he was the first clerk of 
the County Court which office he hold til 1809 when he was elected 
Clerk of the Circuit Court. This office he held til his death in 
1826. In 1800 ho was elected Brigadier General of the Militia 
Company. In 1813 his brigade was called into service to help suppress 
Indian hostilities in Ala. In 1819 he was nominated for Governor. ; 
Although receiving almost the entire vote of his home county, with 
the West Tenn. vote split between 3 candidates, the one nominees from 
East Tenn. was elected. Pioneer, patriot, soldier, statesman, 
serving his community for 36 years. Truly Thomas Johnson helped 
build the foundation for the new state. Cave Johnson, his oldest 
son, served as Postmaster General in the cabinet of Jas. K. Polk. 

It was he who started the use of postage stamps. Collecting and dis- 
tributing 17 million dollars in postal revenues he wound up without 

a postal deficit. 

WILLIAM FORT - The oldest son of Elias Fort came with the 
family migration from Edgecombe Co., N. C. in 1791. In this group 
was the father, 3 brothers and 5 sisters along with their families. 
He settled near the mouth of Elk Fork Creek where it empties into 
Red River ebout 2s miles N. W. of the present Adams. After the 
formation of the state of Tennessee, the county bearing the name was 
cut into two counties, Montgomery and Robertson. Fort was made 
chairman of the first Robertson County Court July 18, 1796. He 
served in the legislature. When he died in 1802, a young man in his 
early O's, he named among the executors of his will "My friend 
Andrew Jackson." He is buried on the land where he settled ina 
family cemetery which is currently being restored by a Fort descen- 
dent. This farm is now owned by Marvin Rocky. 

WILLIAM PRINCE - From Goodspeeds History of Tenn. we learn that 
William Prince led a group from the Spartanburg area of S. C. in 
1792 and settled a short distance south of Port Royal. His wife 
died and he returned to S. C., remarried, and led another group 
anong whom was James Ford. In 1789 he bought a tract of land on 
Sulphur Fork Creek, about ls miles south of the present Adams. He 
was Living here when named to the Convention in 1795. In 1797 he 
sold this land to Henry Gardner and it remained in the Gardner hands 
for about 150 years. At present it is owned by John M. Goodman. 
William Prince wes a charter member of Red River Baptist Church 
formed near Port Royal in 1791. In 1797 he moved to near Princeton, 
Ky., which town was named for him. He was one of the founders of 
the Eddy Grove Baptist Church in 1799. Helping to form 2 churches, 
1 state and 1 town, truly he was an able man. He died near 
Princeton, Ky. in 1810. 

JAMES FORD - came from S. C. and settled about 24 miles S. E. 
of Port Royal, in the 1780's. His plantation was on the Robertson 
County line in eastern Montgomery Co. He served in the Territorial 
Assembly from Tenn. County in 179-1795 and served in various other 
offices. Evidently he built up a sizeable estate for a $20,000 bond

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State, Mr. Samuel Prince, the father vf our subject, organized 
a company and joined the Confederate Army; and served 
under Bragg, as Captain of Company D in the 8th Mississippi. 
In the winter of 71 he moved with his family to Texas; but 
later moved to Fort Smith, Ark., where he died soon after- 
wards, leaving a widow with seven small children, besides a 
married daughter; and John was the main dependence in the 
family support. The mother taught and the boy traded and 
was a general hustler, and has thus attained a goodly measure 
of success.

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LAW, Josiah Spry, son of Rev. Samuel & Rebecca G. (Hodges) Law, was 

b. in Sunbury, Ga., Feb 5, 1808, and received a good classical educa- 
tion. His first inclination was to follow the legal profession, but 
later decided on the ministry and entered the Theological Seminary, 

at Newtcn, Mass., and took the three year course, graduating with 
honors. He was minister of churches in Macon, Sunbury, Savannah, and 
in Liberty County. Rev. Law was a witty and social man, very attract- 
ive to all classes. He was a small man, below medium height, with 
sparkling brown eyes. On Jan 13, 1831 he was m. to Ellen S. Barrett, 
of Augusta, Ga. They became parents of nine sons and one daughter. 


Rev. Law died Oct 5, 1853. 


LAWTON, James S., b. Apr 4, 1821, Beauford, Dist., S. C., son of 
Benjamin T. D., & Jane (Mosse) Lawton, the dau of Dr. George Mosse, 
an Irish physician, who came to America as a young man and married 
Norton, of St. Helena Island, S. C. His paternal g-father was 
Joseph Lawton (RS). He was educated at Mercer Institute, Penfield, 
Ga., Furman Institute, and received his medical diploma in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, in May 1841. His medical practice began in Jacksonboro, Screven 
county, Ga., in June of the same year. A year after his marriage in 
1842 to Sarah C. Baynard, of Beauford, S. C., he moved to Robertville, 
S. C., and continued to practice medicine. He accumulated a large 
estate in both land and negroes. After the death of his lst wife 
he travelled extensively. Only two daughters of their six children 
lived to adulthood. The older dau., Martha B., m. Capt. E. S. Riley, 
and the younger, Juliana, m. J. R. Kendrick. In May 1858, Dr. Law- 
ton m/2 Mrs. Mildred A. Royston, of Ala., who had two daughters, 
Sallie m. H. H. Cabiness, and Mamie,.who m. J. T. White. Dr. Lawton 
also had an adopted son, whose father, William, died of yellow fever 
at Charleston in 1858. In 1859 he purchased an elegant country 
mansion at Allendale, S. C. During the last year of the war the 
family refugeed to Oglethorpe County, Ga., only to return and find 
complete destruction of the once beautiful home and splendid 
possessions by Sherman and his guerrillas. Dr. Lawton was a member of 
the S. C. Legislature, and he also became an ordained minister. He 
was a handsome man and was said £0 bear a striking resemblance to 
Gen. Robert E. Lee. 


LEWIS, John W., b. Feb 1, 1801, Spartanburg Dist., S. C., son of 

Joel & (Mechem) Lewis, the daughter of Henry Mechem (RS). His 
parents had one other child, a dau., who became the wife of Maj. John 
S. Rowland, of Ga. John W. Lewis studied medicine and was a physician 
in Spartanburg, S. C., for several years. In 1832 he became an or- 
dained minister and in 1834 was m. to Maria Earle, dau., of Hon. 
Samuel Earle, formerly a member of Congress from S, C., and sister of 
Judge John Bayless Earle, of S. C., About 1840 Dr. Lewis and family 
Yenoved-to Canton, Ga., where he was pastor of several churches for 
some years. Dr. Lewis served in the State Legislature of Ga., and 

as State Senator of Georgia, Confederate States of America. He died 
June 1865, Cherokee County, Georgia. Had issue.

Sep, 22 - 1863 

Dear Father: 
, I wrote you a few hasty Lines yesterday, but did not have a 
chance to Send the Letter. I however started it off but doubt 
4§ you get it. So I concluded to write a few mone Lines this 
morning. 
I would Like to give you some account of the battle but of course 
I can give but few -----~ (not LegibLe) ~----- anything but general 
neports 50 far. The battle of Chicamauga Creek is perhaps one of 
the hardest fought fields of the war. There was not so much 
artiffery engaged as this nature of ground would not permit of it. 
The batt£e was fought princtpally with small aums.. The enemy 
resisted stubbornly every inch of ground. General BUCKNER says 
the contest with small arms was the severest he ever saw. Generals 
LONGSTREET, HILL, HOOD, and other generals fzom Va. were here and 
day that it has been the hardest fought battle that they ever saw. 
Our £085 has been heavy. 14 is conjectured that our L048, kif ed, 
wounded and missing will not fall short of 1500 men. Tho we can- 
not tell yet Lik nxeports come in. Our Reg't suffered severely, 
being exposed for over one hour to a terrible cross fine of the 
enemy. The enemy were posted on a high hill in front of our 
brigade, and had built breastwonks of nails ,Logs. Our Reg't. 
chaged twice nearly up to their works but the enemy's re completely 
enfiladed us and it was impossible to hold our position. A thind 
Lime we charged right up to their breastworks and had our Reg’t been 
supported by another Reg't. on our Left we would have carried the _ 
hill, but the enemy were firing on us from the hike and also at the 
same time we were enfiladed by a terrible fine on our right. After ~ 
holding the position some fifteen on twenty minutes we were compelled 
to give in again. While at.the breastworks William ETHERIDGE. fee” 
in 3 $4. of me. Herne also fel2 John MANUS son of Isham. Tom SHROCK 
was mortatly wounded here and died during the night. 
Lieut. WATKINS, Co. B, was kiffed I think early in action. At the 
same time Capt. PRINCE fell, there was considerable confusion. Five 
capitains fell wounded and two kikked. The Lieut. Col. JOLLY was . 
also wounded. It was after this that we xallied and made good ~ 
charge up to the works of the enemy. The sun was about 1/2 hour 
high in the evening when Gen. TRIGG'S brigade came to our assistance 
and by daxk the enemy was completely beaten and driven back. It is 
said we have taken all the enemy's ordinance and supply train, 
captured his artillery and ten or twekve thousand prisoners. William 
VICK 44 unhurt. The enemy has necrosdsed the Tenn. river ~ and our 
troops again occupy Chattanooga. We may move back into East Tenn. 
on cross the river and persue the enemy,

The wagon-train had reached and camped at Jumper's Spring, a few miles from the 
Horseshoe, Dyer Prewett had been violently attacked with fever, and was then lying 
unconscious. When the train started on their return, his brother Abner and a few 
friends remained with him, he having sent word by returning friends to his father, 
and expecting every day to see his brother breathe his last, his fever became typ~ 
hoid, with no medicine and no supplies, it was depided a Bloom. prospecte 


"An old Indian doctor commenced with teas of roots an herbs, and there he set in 
stoical silence, day and night, by Dyer's pallet, occasionally administering his 
teas. Some week or two passed in that way, when one day the old doctor thought he 
discovered perspiration, he bent over and watched intently, then jumped up, much 
excited, and said, "White man get well." 


"There was no return of consciousness, but the doctor got into a profuse sweat. “Ags: 
ter while his brother having no supplies for the sick, commenced the long return to 
Fort, Deposit. A friend would lead while Abner rode, holding his brother before him, 
as helpless as an infant; when he seemed much exchausted, they would: gently take him: 
down, and Jay him on a blanket, and so changing and resting each other, by easy =“ 
stages, they reached Fort Deposit. 


"A few days after their arrival, their father, with a strong led-horses, reached the. 
fort. When Dyer heard his father's voice, he gradually regained consciousness, «bg 
often stated afterwards that he had no recollection of anything after the train: left’ 
nor did he recollect one thing of that long 200 to 300 miles to the fort, not until® 
he heard his father's voice. - 4 


"Getting some supplies at the fort, “they remained a few days ‘and then by easy = 
stages his father leading the strong horse and Abner riding and holding Dyer befor 
him, letting him rest when too exhausted to go ong they reached home, took him dow 
carried him into the house, and placed him under the care of his mother. He was 
still perfectly helpless. It was several months before he regained sufficient > 
strength to go out of the house and yard. He found then his hearing wepsizedy. which 
he never regained..." 


BAYLISS BARL PRINGE = 
Buried in the James Holland Cemetery in Maury County and his stone reads "He a: 
his country with credit to himself as an officer in the Oreek War and the Battle ‘of? 
New Orleans." He died August 1825. He was captain of a company but men in-his : 
company are not Maury County men—appear to be men from Montgomery County, Tenn.’ 
He was related to the Holland family—Sarah Gilbert Holland, wife of James Holla 
was the daughter of William Gilbert. One of William Gilbert's daughters married:
